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America Has No Official Knowl- 


edge of Negotiations Now 


in Progress. 


STATEMENTEXPECTED SOON 


"Bryan Treaty" Regarded as 


Effective Means of Pre- 


venting Conflicts.

Washington. — Great Britain has 


failed to take the "Dmted States m her 
confidence in the negotiations going 
on at London and Tokio with respect 
to the renewal of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. 


The department of state deliberate 


ly made a point of that fact in dis- 
pelling the rumors of the last few 
days which for one purpose or anoth- 
er have sought to give the impression 
that England was hand and glove 
with the United States and wasn't at- 
tempting anything that would possibly 
involve the British on the side of the 
Japanese in the event of a Japanese- 
American war. 


The Washington government doesn't 


insist that Great Britain is obliged to 
keep America informed of the pro 
gress of the negotiations but is is in 
cJg-nantly denied that America is a 
pc.rty directly or indirectly to the ne- 
gotiations. The United States gov 
ernment is in official ignorance not 
only as to the negotiations for the re 
newal of the alliance but as to the 
exact effect of the present alliance on 
the attitude of Great Britain toward 
a possible conflict between the Unit 
ed"States and Japan. The latest and 
onlv information available to the de- 
partment of state concerning the Brit- 
ish attitude was transmitted when the 
under secretary for foreign 
affairs 


was asked recently in the House of 
Commons whether the "terms of the 
treaty arangement between England 
and Japan pecludo the possibility of 
assistance to Japan in any conflict 
•which might arise between that coun- 
try and the United States, and if as- 
surances on this point have been giv- 
en the- American government in con- 
nection with its consideration of a 
naval building program." 


The question was asked largely to 


determine whether it would be neces- 
sary for England to maintain her 
large navy for a future emergency of 
this kind and whether it would be 
necessary for the United States to 
keep on building a big navy because 
of the excuse of a possiblo conflict 
with Japan. 


The answer publicly made in parli- 


ament disclosed that the present An- 
glo-Japanese alliance which was sign- 
ed in 1911 and expires next month 
simply provided that Great 
Britain 


was not obliged to come to the as- 
sistance of Japan if the latter got into 
a conflict with any 
country with 


which England had a "general arbitra- 
tion treaty." At that time the United 
States senate had under considera- 
tion such a treaty between England 
and America but it failed of ratifica- 
tion. 


Submit to Arbitration 


"Subsequently, however," declared 


tho British under secretary of foreign 
nffairs, who was speaking of course in 
behalf of the British government, "a 
peace commission treaty was signed 
and duly ratified on the fifteenth of 
September, 1914- (known as the Bryan 
treaty) under which, when all diplo 
matic methods of adjustment had fail- 
ed, disputes between the countries of 
any nature whatsoever other than 
those disputes the settlement of which 
is provided for are to be referred to 
an 
investigation 
commission. The 


peace commission treaty is not tech- 
nically a great arbitration treaty but 
their objects are the same.

"My honorable and gallant 
friend

arranged as not to involve America, 
As regards the second part of the 
question, no official 
communication 


has been mad© to the United States 
of America as there ia no reason to 
beHeve that the responsible- authori- 
ties are Jn any doubt as to the true 
position." 


Tho foregoing declaration 
was 


made on March 1 of this year and 
was communicated in the 
natural 


course by the American embassy at 
London to the department of state 
and. constitutes the only record of 
the British attitude which the Uni- 
ted States has been given.

say in that speech. 


"I want an early reply to this or- 


der."

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THE UNITED STATES AND 


IRELAND 


The Irish question is forcing itself to 


the fore in American bfe, and it can only 
mean that it will spell trouble for the 
United States in the end. Tense feeling 
prevails m congress. 
Agitation and ef- 


fective work have intrenched the cause 
of the Si Tin Fein stronglv in both the 
house and senate 
Every now and then 


it breaks out in feverish and excited de- 
bate, and we have had within the last 
year a resolution of sympathy passed by 
the senate. 


The convention of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor at Denver is split in a 
bitter fight o%er Ireland. 
The extreme 


sympathizers demand the institution of 
an economic boycott against England. 
The moderate and conservative forces in 
the convention, led by President Gompers 
who has himself a fight on his hands for 
reelection, are opposing radical action. It 
was necessary to stop the debate at one 
point by a parliamentary ruling in order 
to save the convention from possibly dis- 
astrous consequences. 


The British labor council has advised 


American labor to keep out of the I"ish 
controversv 
Inferentially it advises the 


United States not to meddle 
We be- 


lieve it is the best advice the country has 
received on this question. 
Unless we 


here retain our heads and refrain from 
official action of any kind which may m 
volve us in difficulties with Great Britain 
we are apt to have a domestic quarrel of 
our own that will reach no mean propor- 
tions 
The farther we go in declaratory 


purposes, the farther we proceed witb 
threats or boycotts or other acts, the more 
certain we are to create a division and 
upheaval in our own national life. 


The attempt to set up an Irish repub- 


lic is after all an Irish affair, while the 
resistance offered by England is an Eng- 
lish affair. 
There is no disguising the 


fact that American sympathies are moral- 
ly with the Irish. This has always been 
BO throughout the long struggle over home 
rule, only today it is intensified by the 
boldness with which propaganda of e"v ery 
character for an idea or ideal is conduct- 
ed everywhere in the world. There is a 
curious inconsistency in the alleged op- 
position of the American people to the 
League of Nations 
and the relentless 


movement to commit the United States 
officially and economically to the cause 
of a free Ireland. The partisans of Ire- 
land forget that the nationhsm of the 
United States is supposed to ezelude tak- 
ing part in European politics or European 
disputes. It seems to be the policy on 
which the present administration is found- 
ed, and it may be a good policy so far as 
meddling in Europe under present condi- 
tions is concerned. But possibly they all, 
both the opponents of the League and the 
Irish sympathizers, overlook the fact that 
the fundamental purposes of the League 
are to preserve the institution of liberty 
and the freedom of small nations, as well 
as the aspirations of peoples to the* ac- 
cepted right of self-determination. 


"We should not, therefore, permit the 


Irish question to divide us as a nation, or 
to assume that degree of attention where 
it may momentarily control our polities 
and social alignment. "We would be help-

This amount of $150.000,000 will be 
m addition to the $iO.OOO,000 of laud 
bank bonds issued in April, and of which 
all but ? 1.500.000 ha-ve been sold. The 
base of each loan is still held at fifty per 
cent of the yalue of the land, but it is now 
permissible for any individual to borrow 
as much as $25.000.

commended for extending cooperation

And they illustrate the 
essential peculiarity of the mob- mind 
—its inferiority. It is well known that 
n a lynching mob, acts of violence 
and cruelty are committed by individ- 
uals who would not even contemplate 
them alone. The mob brings to the 
surface the lowest instincts which are 
shared by all its members It is a re 
version to savagery. 


But the mob of physical violence is 


only the most obvious mob. We are 
mob-minded people, the psvchologists 
say, 
in ways less evident and even 


more dangerous- 
"We all read 
the 


same things, eat 
the same things, 


wear the same things, hold the same 
opinions. Most of us are following 
crowds even 
when we are alone. 


There is no country in which people 
all act, talk, look and thmk so much 
alike 
Individuality 
is rare among 


us, and we are apt to penalize it. The 
man who does not follow the crowd 
is often called queer and is ostracized. 
In no other country, we are told, is 
there so little tolerance for the man 
who is different- And when we ostra 
ize or shun a man who is different, 
simply because he is different, we are 
doing- in a less obvious way exactly 
•what the mob did which tarred and 
feathered 
a ^former because it did 


not like the way he managed his own 
affairs

suppress individuality 
in Its

Uons by physical violence once in a 
while, and we constantly suppress in- 
dividuality in harmless and sometimes 
valuable forms by mental and social 
violence.

while we merely make mx*entions It 


ie one reason why we rank about 
tenth among civilized nations in edu- 
cation, and why our universities are 
so far below those of Europe.

ment of persons who will refrain from 
following 
crowds — and 
not only 


the lynching crowd* and crowd* that 
run to fires, and crowds that tar and 
feather reformers; but the less organ- 
ized, leas palpable crowd which runs 
after the same books, the game ideas, 
the same prejudices. 
If you would 


really raise yourself above the mob, 
we are told, you must form your own 
opinion of everything and it must be 
a logical opinion. When you do not 
know enough to form an opinion, you 
must admit it and hold your mind 
open to further evidence 
You must 


hold no unreasoned opinions, for these 
are either prejudices or superstitions 
When v a man does something that 
arouses 
your aversion, 
instead ot 


rushing off to have him tarred and 
feathered, whether literally or figur 
atively. you must first examine the 
grounds of your aversion, 
to see 


whether it us justified, and second, you 
must consider the matter 
from the 


other fellow's pointof-view, and see 
whether he may not be right after all 
In a word, you must always be logic- 
al, just and tolerant—three 
things 


that the mob never is. You win often 
find yourself playing a lone game, but 
you will also find yourself growing 
stronger for every struggle.
